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School system considers 
computer purchase 


Ed Sousa wants to buy a brain. An 
electronic one, that is. 

Ed is director of data processing for 
the Wilmington Public Schools. The 
schools presently contract out data 
processing services in the amount of 
$18,000 a year. Sousa would like to use 
that money for the lease/purchase of 
a mini-computer. 


The school department uses data 
processing services for attendance 
records of the entire school system 
and for gradingyaind scheduling on the 
high school ‘level 

Sousa has issued bid specifications 
for the sort of computer he wants. 
‘The bids will be opened on April 15. 
He expects bids on about five types of 
mini-computers. 

If none of the bids come in below the 
present cost of computer services, he 
said, then the present services will

Masada is a rocky masa, overlook- 
ing the Dead Sea, in Israel. It is 
located some miles to the south of 
Jerusalem; in an arid country.

device, can handle eight high-speed

Sousa said that about 100 high school 
students are studying computer 
science. Next fall, the course 
offerings will include an introduction 
to computer math programming, an 
introduction to computer business 
programming, an introduction to data 
processing, and programming in 
statistics.

The triumphs 
of Mary Bousefield 


Mary M. Bousefield of 
Aldrich Road Wilmington died 
on April 3 in Genessee, 
Illinois. Eightyseven years 
old, she took with her, in her 
death, a secret of Wilmington 
that was 125 years old. 

Mary Bousefield was a 
remarkable woman. She and 
her husband Christopher 
bought an old farmhouse, on 
Aldrich Road, back in 1922. It 
was an old place, dating back 
into the eighteenth century. It 
had recently undergone raids 
by prohibition agents, The 
former owners: were not 
above making a little illegal 
money. 

Mary and Christopher 
started rebuilding the house 
They tore out much of the in- 
terior. Of particular interest, 
when they tore down a wall in 
the living room, was a die, 
which they found on the old 
mantle piece by the chimney. 

A die is a tool of machinists 

Machinists make other tool 
as coins, using 
It is also of interest to 
people who forge money. 

‘A good die maker can make 
a die which can be used to 
forge, for instance, a quarter 
or a half dollar, or maybe a 
$20 gold piece. Given the right 
circumstances, somebody can 
make a lot of money, and 
perhaps pass that money on to 
an unsuspecting public 

‘The government, of course, 
takes a dim view of that kind 
of activity. There are jails for 
unsuccessful die makers and 
forgers. 

That is what Christopher 
and Mary had - a die, for mak-

ing U.S, dimes. The date of 
the die was 1852. It was their 
secret, and triumphantly 
Mary Bousefield hid it away 

Life for Mary Bousefield 
was a series of little triumphs. 
‘This was one of them, and she 
and her husband kept their 
knowledge to themselves. 

Neighbors began to move in. 
New homes were built along 
Aldrich Road and other near- 
by streets. The country side 
did not become crowded, but 
there were more people. It 
was a long way to that part of 
Wilmington in which the 
churches were located 

‘Then came the depression 
It was a long way to the 
churches of Wilmington and 
there was little money for 
gasoline. The Rev. Mr. Sim- 
mons of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church 
started a small mission, on 
Forest Street near Aldrich 
Road and near Mary 
Bousfield's home. It was 
more of a community church, 
for there were people who 
were other ‘Ythan 
Congregational in belief who 
attended that church 

Mary Bousefield was one of 
those ‘who worked for that 
church. There were people 
who believed it would last 
only a year or two- but for her 

‘a personal thing. She 

and in later years she 

would tell of that work, with a 
sense of triumph. 

Years passed, and more 
people arrived. ‘Then arrived 
the day when the town needed 
more water, and it took, by 
eminent domain, a part of the 


Bousefield farm. That was a 
notable event, in the lives of 
the Water Commissioners 
and of the town employees, 
for Mary Bousefield didn't 
think much of a bit of paper 
which gave some people the 
right to travel on her proper- 


yy. 

She would chase the town 
employees off her land, and 
then, with a triumphant smile, 
return to her home. It was an 
exciting summer, and there 
are still people in Wilmington 
who have a chuckle.when they 
think of Mary Bousefield and 
the Wilmington Water Depart- 
ment. 

A few years ago Mary 
Bousefieid sold the old 
farmhouse. She built another 
home, into which she moved 
‘Then she began, a couple of 
years ago, visiting friends in 
other parts of the country 

She was in Illinois when she 
died, No one knows what ever 
became of that forger's die, 
with the 1862 date on it - for 
that was her secret, and she 
possibly had a last’ sense of 
triumph on that point, as she 
drew her last breat

Tewksbury and the MBTA Box 


A dozen years ago’ Wilmington 
started work on an alternate to Route 
129 as it’ goes through Wilmington 
Square. The problem was taken in 
hand by Rep, Fred Cain, and he'did 
well to solve it. Surveys were made 
and completed. Money was on hand. 
The state was about to call for con 
struction bids. 

Then the Federal environmental 
regulations suddenly came into being 
One had to comply with those laws. 
and that meant a delay of months, 
possibly years while surveys were be. 
ing made 

Since then there have been 
successive crises, all delaying con 
struction. The/ environmental situa- 
tion was nothiig. ‘The blow that killed 
the alterna@ route came from the 
MBTA 

The Massiphusetts Bay Transporta 
tion Authorify, using Federal funds 
has purchase three different tracks 
that go throdgh Wilmington, for a 
total of over $59 millions. By this sim- 
ple, but expensive fact the MBTA now 
controls the destinies of Wilmington. 
I, literally, has Wilmington confined 
in a box 

One of the tracks the MBTA ha 
called the Wildeat. It has two freight

A few days ago the first train reach 
ed Oak Grove, a dozen miles south of 
Wilmington. Statements were made 
at the time that the MBTA would now 
be building south of Boston for the 
next dozen years, after which there 
would be an effort to reach Route 128 
There the effort will cease 

The situation is very unfair to the 
people of Wilmington. 

It bids now to become just as unfair 
to the people of Tewksbury 

Tewksbury is a leading contestant 
for the site of the Northeast Regional 
Jncinérator, That could mean a 
million dollars a year for the tax 
payers of Tewksbury. 

If there is to be an incinerator there 
will have to be access to it for about 
500 trucks a day. It is hoped to have 
that access off Route 93. The alter 
nate is off Route 125 in Wilmington, 
and then construct a road parallel to 
93, to the site of the incinerator 

Interstate 93 is a Federal highway. 
wholly and completely controlled by 
the Bureau of Roads, Washington DC. 
To get an additional access off that 
Route is extremely difficult. There 
have been many attempts, in the past 
20 years. All have failed. 

The alternate, a road from Route 
125, would cost about $400 thousand. 
It would go from the junction of 125 
and 93 in Wilmington, northwesterly 
to the proposed incinerator site. 
Construction seems to be easy 

But, there is one of those MBTA 
railroads in the way. That railroad 
would have to be crossed. 

In Wilmington, the MBTA ruled it 
would have to be a bridge. Is there 
any reason to believe that the same 
ruling would not be made in 
Tewksbury?
